A FEW SEASONABLE AND USEFUL 


RECEIPES. 


A Caw seasonable and useful reoeipea. 
Pineapple preserve ia delieioua, and it 


can be employed to make a number of 
savory desserts; it is also excellent serv- 
ed with icecream or alone with fresh 
cake. To preserveiiineapples, pare the 
fruit, and be sure to take out all the eyes 
and discolored parts. Cut iu slices, and 
cut the slices in small bits, taking out 
the core. 
Weigh the fruit and put in a 


dish with halt as many pounds o£ sugar 
as of t'vuit. L.et it stand over night. In 
the morning put it over the lire and let 
it boil rapidly for a minute only, as 
cooking digcolors it. Stand the jars in 
hot water and iill with pineapple. Seal 
t-ipthtly. 


Pineapple Jelly.—A pint and one-half 


of pineapple, a scant pint of sugar, the 
white and shell of an egg, a box of gela- 
tine, the juice of a lemon, one quart of 
boiling water, half a pint of cold water. 
(Jut the piueapple in flne pieces, 
put 


with the boiling water and simmer gent- 
ly 20 minutes. Soak the gelatine in 
cold water for two hours. Add it, the 
sugar, lemon and pineapple juice and 
the white and shell of the egg to tha 
boiling mixture. Let this boil up once 
iuid set back for 31 minutes where it 
will keep hot hut will not hoil. Strain 
through a napkin, turn into moulds and 
set away to harden.

largo or two smull pineapples, two cups 
ut sugar, yolks of three egga, two tabla- 
xpooafulH of Hour, one and one-half cups 
of cold water, bake with one crust.

Add a 1'ew drops of onion 
juice, one-half to tbree-iinurteru tea- 
spoonful salt and a dash of cayenne 
pepper.

the mixture and lay on lettuce leaves. 
Squen'.ii over the tilling the juice of one 
leuion and a tablenpooufnl of olive oil 
and serve at once. 


Strawberry Charlotte. —liuil 
half a 


cupful of rice live minutes in a quart of 
water; strain and boilunl.il done in a 
quart of milk, adding two tahlespoouf'nl 
of Hugarand a salt-spoonful of salt.

To one pint of 
it add one ounce of gelatine, dissolved in 
iwo tablespoonfuls of water, and the 
milk remaining alter it is drained from 
the rice.
